Stewart 
Symington’s resignation as ad­ 
ministrator of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation may la* re­ 
flected in the price of tin.

Apparent­ 
ly traders believe the U. S. will 
now settle its quarrel with tin 
producing countries. 
Symington op]>osed price in­ 
creases demanded by Bolivia and 
Malaya.
